The era of railroads and telegraphs were 

hailed by Mr. Bennett, not only as of im 
mense benefit to civilization, but also as fresh 
appliances for journalistic triumphs. In bis 
Luse of these agecrits he repeatedly astonished 
his cotemporaries, His correspondents were 
always instructed to spare no expense in the 
collection of news. “You musi send us the 
nuews aS soOn as any other paper can get 
it, and we expect you to beat the other pa- 
pers if that be possible.” This was his inva- 
riable order. By this time the Herald had 
been firmly established and was doing xs - 
large business. Gradually tlre size and price Sone 
sad been increased. Sole proprietor, with- Marine D.sasier. 
vut stockholders hungry a dividends, - 
Mr. Bennett was untrammelled in the use of ai il su 
the profits derived from the paper. He Miveclan. ous. 
spent them with a lavish band, conscious that 
the expenditure would finally yield large re- 
turns. Bureaus were established in all parts o! 
the world and correspondents placed in charge 
of them. Thousands of dollars were yearly 
spent, apparently for nothing. But the 
prescience of Mr. Bennett was always shown 
in the sequel. During our civil war his paper 
ever contained the latest and most reliable 
news from the fields of operation. Every 
reader will remember how, during the 
war in Abysinia, the Herald furnished 
the British war office and the world, with the 
first news of the success of the expedition, to 
‘he glory of its own enterprise, and to the 
mortification of the London papers. The 
result of all this journalistic ability is to be 
‘seen in the enormous advertising patronage 
and the circulation exceeding 100,000, and 
sometimes touching 200,000 of the Herald. 

Of the dead journalist, personally, [cannot 
speak but in terms of the highest praise. He 
possessed a heart as tender as a woman's 
Hlis charities, though not blazoned forth to 
the world, werenumerous and even delicately 
extended. Gencrour to a fault, he was the 
most forgiving of men. He would fight an 
enemy until he had him on the ground, and 
then he would raise him up, befriend him and 
place him above pecuniary want. Nothing 
amtsed him so much as the charges against 
him of corruption. When presiding over the 
editorial council, he would Jaugh heartily at 
the idea of his having been bought to advocate 
this or that idea. On one occasion, I was 
in conversation with a distinguished Geor- 
gian, who made some remarks on Mr. Ben 
nett’s inconsistency, which I published in the 
World. On my return to New York Mr. 
Bennett sent forgme and we had a long con- 
versation, in the course of which he referred 
to the charge of inconsistency, warmly con 
tending that his course was strictly consist 
ent with the declaration Le had made in the 
first issue of the Herald t>» the effect that the 
paper would always be thoroughly inde 
pendent of men and parties. And, for »my 
part, I think that his policy was wise. 

In concluding this rather disjointed sketch, 
I will say a few words on the future of the 
Herald. A gentlema: asked me this morn- 
ing if the paper would not be likely to de- 
cline now that the founder was dead. Not 
at all. For more than six years James Gor- 
don Bennett, Jr., has been the manager, and 
for three years he has been virtually sole pro. 
prietor. A young man of fine abil ties, with 
a thorough knowledge of journalism, he wil) 
maintain the reputation of the Herald, and 
even increase it. Many of the triumphs of 
the paper of late I know were his, and I am of 
opinion that the great expedition to find Liv- 
ingston originated with him.

Thomas cime with authority from Judge 
Pittman to release the witness, Ben Wilson, and he 
released himon bond Upon obtaining the key, Bon- 
nell tried it in the door, and found that it worked 
better than the regular key. He sent the key by N. 
‘O. Harris to Sheriff Harris. Here the witness gave a 
minute description of the jail door, situation of the 
bunks, etc. 

Gist’s wife visited him last tlme some eight or ten 
daye before the escape. Don’t know that she boarded 
a McMann’s. Witness searched her pretty close. She 
was dressed pretty well, but I don’t like red headed 
people, Elliott wrote a letter, signed Charley. In 
consequence of a knowledge of that letter, Elliott 
was confined in the dungeon. There were 60 or 70 
prisoners in ali.

Blodgett and Harris came 
to see Cook; Siler to see Fry. Mrs. Gist came with 
4 little boy not over 244 or 3 years old. Took up the 
child and putin the jail door. She got a pass from 
Sheriff Harris. Witness denica ever having any of 
fers of money f r the purpose of releasing Gist, or 
bie punishment mitigated. 

J. Henly Smith testified that he recived the key 
from Sheriff Harris and returned it to him. 

Henry C. Leonard, at James’ Bank, testified to re- 
Ceiving the key frm Sheriff Harris and Keeping it 
safe and returning it. 

Sargent Nathan O. Harris testificd that he received 
the key from W. A. Bonnell avd turned it over to his 
father, Sheil Harvis. 

J. O. Harris testified that he received the key from 
hisson, He, in company with Ca} taia G. Whit An- 
derson, went to the jail ou the Sunday following the 
escape ; wae anxious to find out how tne key got into 
the jail.
